will be released in Hano i o n Thu rsday . 
The U.S. deleg atio n radio ed the list 


fro m the 
No rth 
Vietnam ese 
to 
Washing to n fo r no tificatio n o f the 
priso ners’ families. The list was to Is* 
made public by the Defense Depart­ 
ment later to day . 
Bui Tin, the chief No rth Vietnamese 
spo kesman in Saig o n, said all tho se to 
Ik* released o n Wednesday were air­ 
men sho t do wn in late 1967 and 1968. He 
said they inclu ded Lt. Cmdr. Jo hn S. 
McCain III, so n o f the fo rmer co m­ 
mander o f U.S. fo rces in the Pacific. 
Tho se to be released o n Thu rsday 


are ex pected to include Maj. Flo y d 
Tho mpso n, the POW who has been held 
lo ng est, and 
Philip Manhard, the 
hig hest-ranking civ ilian POW. 
Tho se tu rno v ers will co nstitu te the 
third phase o f the POW release, 
leav ing o ne g ro u p o f abo ut 156 to 
Ik* 
freed by March 28, two mo nths after 
the Jan. 28 start o f the ceasefire. 
March 28 also is the deadline fo r the 
withdrawal o f all American and o ther 
fo reig n allied fo rces. 
A U.S. spo kesman said tro o p with­ 


drawals were su spended to “make 
damn su re we g et all o f the priso ners.” 
He said he fo resaw no pro blem and 
no ted that bo th No rth Vietnam and the 
Viet Co ng hav e said they will co mply 
with the ag reement. But “we want to 
make abso lu tely certain,” he added. 
The spo kesman said U.S. tro o p 
streng th in Vietnam no w to tals 6,935 
men, co mpared with 23,516 o n Jan. 28. 
Fo reig n allied tro o ps, primarily So uth 
Ko reans, hav e dro pped fro m 35,509 to 
5,607 . 


“We’v e withdrawn o ur tro o ps at a 
steady flo w, and we hav en’t been 
g etting a steady flo w o f priso ners,” the 
spo kesman added. 
The Co mmu nists hav e released 299 
Americans in three g ro u ps, o n Feb. 12, 
Feb. 18 and March 4-5. This is a little 
mo re than half the 585 American 
priso ners they admitted ho lding . 
Ihe United States also suspended 
tro o p withdrawals o n Feb. 28 when the 
Co mmu nists delay ed release o f 
American priso ners fo r fiv e dav s in a 


dispu te o v er o ther pro v isio ns o f the 
cease-fire ag reement.

WOUNDED KNEE, S.D. (AP) - 
The sho o ting o f an FBI ag ent and an 
Indian declaratio n that no federal 
o fficials will be permitted to enter 
Wo unded Knee hav e dampened ho pes 
fo r a permanent peace. 
Interio r Department o fficials said 
they wo uld no t co mment o n issues until 
midafterno o n to day , and there was no 
indicatio n that talks were scheduled 
with Indian leaders. 
Meanwhile, a g rand ju ry was to 
co nv ene to day in Sio ux Falls, S.D., to 
inv estig ate the Feb. 27 takeo v er o f the 
histo ric v illag e by abo u t 200 Indian 
m ilitants. W arrants were issu ed 
Sunday by a U.S. mag istrate in Rapid 
City fo r the arrest o f fiv e leaders o f the 
o ccupatio n. 
The Sunday g u nplay came less than 
24 ho urs after federal fo rces pulled 
do wn their ro adblo cks and withdrew 
fro m a perimeter a few miles fro m the 
center o f the v illag e. 
The sho o ting inv o lv ed a small tru ck 
the Indians smeared with mud and 
dubbed their “tank.” Sev eral FBI 
v ehicles maintaining su rv eillance o n 
ro ads into the v illag e saw the tru ck 
abo u t fiv e miles west o f Wo unded 
Knee, o fficials said. 
The FBI ag ents, who said they 
believ ed the v ehicle was sto len, pu r­ 
su ed the v an, and there was an ex ­ 
chang e o f g u nfire. Ag ent C u rtis 
Fitzg erald o f Chicag o was stru ck in the 
rig ht arm and was ev acu ated by 
helico pter. 
The car in which Fitzg erald was 
riding had six bu llet ho les in the 
windshield—o ne o n the passeng er side 
and fiv e o n the driv er’s side, the latter 
apparently made by ano ther ag ent 
firing fro m inside the car. 
Indians said bu llets smashed the 
rear windo ws o f the v an and fly ing 
g lass cut an Indian’s hand. 
“The FBI is try ing to pro v o ke the 
situ atio n,” said Dennis 
Banks, 
a 
leader o f 
the Am erican Indian 
Mo v ement, which led the takeo v er. 
Each side said the o ther fired first. 
It appeared briefly that the incident 
wo uld deto nate the ex plo siv e situ atio n 
that has ex isted since the takeo v er — 
250 Indians, many o f them armed, 
facing o ff ag ainst 300 federal lawmen 
armed with hig h-po wered rifles and 
au to m atic weapo ns. Indian rein ­ 
fo rcements hav e slipped into the 
v illag e since the takeo v er. 
FBI ag ents do nned flak jackets and 
u sed bino cu lars to su rv ey each v ehicle 
that appro ached their checkpo ints, 
which were set up Sunday sev eral 
miles fro m here. 
The crisis disso lv ed after the Ju stice 
Department in Washing to n said the 
sho o ting wo uld no t create an armed 


co nfro ntatio n. 
Atty . 
Gen. 
Richard 
Kleindieast said ag ents wo uld remain 
away fro m the immediate area o f 
Wo unded Knee and wo uld no t sho o t 
u nless their liv es were endang ered. 
The Indians said fo ur men iden­ 
tify ing themselv es as U.S. po stal in­ 
specto rs entered the v illag e Sunday 
and were held in custo dy befo re being 
released. The 
Indians said 
three 
pisto ls were fo und o n the men. It was 
later v erified that two o f the men were 
po stal inspecto rs. 
The g o v ernment had no co mment o n 
the incident, bu t Banks said: “They 
didn’t co me here to pro tect no mail 
bo x es.” 
Ru ssell Means, an AIM leader, 
anno u nced o v er a lo u dspeaker sy stem 
Su nday that the v illag e was “no w the 
Og lala Sio ux Natio n, a 
so v ereig n 
state.” 
Means to ld a cro wd o f a few hun­ 
dred, “If any fo reig n o fficial o f any 


fo reig n co u ntry , specifically the 
United States, tries to enter the 
v illag e, it will be treated as an act o f 
war and treated acco rding ly .” 


He also said, “If any spies enter the 
v illag e, they will be treated like spies 
ev ery where and will face a firing 
squ ad.”

I XIN I XIN (AP) - The U.S. dollar 
dipped sharply at the opening of bank- 
to-bank trading today but recovered 
strongly in European financial centers 
in reaction to the revaluing of the West 
German m ark and the decision by six 
Common Market nations to float their 
currencies jointly against the dollar. 


Trading was nervous but fairly 
brisk. Bankers and money operators 
appeared to have adopted a wait-and- 
see attitude. 
In Frankfurt, the dollar opened at 
2.77 m arks, down from Friday’s 2.79, 
then climbed to 2.78. 
In London, the pound sterling was up 
sharply at the opening to 2.48 from 
Friday’s $2.47125. Then it dwindled to 
$2.46825 by midmorning.

Hopes For Peace 
ApparentlyGone 


WOUNDED KNEE, S.D. (AP) - 
The shooting of an FBI agent and an 
Indian declaration that no federal 
officials will be permitted to enter 
Wounded Knee have dampened hopes 
for a permanent peace. 
Interior Department officials said 
they would not comment on issues until 
midafternoon today, and there was no 
indication that talks were scheduled 
with Indian leaders. 
Meanwhile, a grand jury was to 
convene today in Sioux Falls, S.D., to 
investigate the Feb. 27 takeover of the 
historic village by about 200 Indian 
m ilitants. W arrants were issued 
Sunday by a U.S. magistrate in Rapid 
City for the arrest of five leaders of the 
occupation. 
The Sunday gunplay came less than 
24 hours after federal forces pulled 
down their roadblocks and withdrew 
from a perimeter a few miles from the 
center of the village. 
The shooting involved a small truck 
the Indiaas smeared with mud and 
dubbed their “tank.” Several FBI 
vehicles maintaining surveillance on 
roads into the village saw the truck 
about five miles west of Wounded 
Knee, officials said. 
The FBI agents, who said they 
believed the vehicle was stolen, pur­ 
sued the van, and there was an ex­ 
change of gunfire. Agent Curtis 
Fitzgerald of Chicago was struck in the 
right arm and was evacuated by 
helicopter. 
The car in which Fitzgerald was 
riding had six bullet holes in the 
windshield—one on the passenger side 
and five on the driver’s side, the latter 
apparently made by another agent 
firing from inside the car. 
Indians said bullets smashed the 
rear windows of the van and flying 
glass cut an Indian’s hand. 
“The FBI is trying to provoke the 
situation,” said Dennis 
Banks, 
a 
leader of the Am erican 
Indian 
Movement, which led the takeover. 
Each side said the other fired first. 
It appeared briefly that the incident 
would detonate the explosive situation 
that has existed since the takeover — 
250 Indians, many of them armed, 
facing off against 300 federal lawmen 
armed with high-powered rifles and 
autom atic weapons. Indian rein ­ 
forcements have slipped into the 
village since tile takeover. 
FBI agents donned flak jackets and 
used binoculars to survey each vehicle 
that approached their checkpoints, 
which were set up Sunday several 
miles from here.

WASHINGTON (AP) - It costs 
taxpayers an average of $188,(HH) a 
year to keep a representative in 
Washington and pay for his office stiff. 
Senators come somewhat higher, 
about $30,000 each. 
Those basic costs include the $42,5(H) 
annual salary of each of the IOO 
senators and 438 representatives and 
delegates, plus staff payrolls. 


Each House member is allowed 
about $165,(HH) per year to \my up to 16 
employes in his W allington 
and 
district offices. 
A senator’s clerical allowance varies 
according to the size of his stite, 
ranging from $327,(HH) to $586,(HH) per 
year, with no ceiling on the number of 
employes but a top on the salary of his 
No. I staffer. Currently the top is 
$35,900 for tile Senate and about $32,600 


for the House. 
Not all members use their total 
allowance. The unused balance reverts 
to the Treasury. 


Neither do all members use all of the 
allowances for fringe benefits, which 
are not included in the average cost of 
keeping up a congressional office. 


Basic costs in the legislative ap­

BRUSSEI/S (AP) - Six of the 
Common Market nations agreed early 
today to a joint, partial float against 
the dollar, maintaining a schedule of 
exchange rates among each other but 
ending obligatory purchases of the 
dollar to support it. 
The other three member nations— 
B ritain, Ireland and Italy —are 
already floating their currencies 
against all others. They said they 
would join the joint float as soon as 
economic conditions permitted them to 
peg their currencies against the other 
Common Market monies. 
West Germany also agreed to 
revalue the mark upward three per 
cent. There was speculation that the 
Japanese yen, the other strong 
currency, also would be revalued 
somewhat. 
The decision by West Germany, 
France, Belgium, the Netherlands, 
Luxembourg and Denmark was easing 
the latest monetary crisis that closed 
foreign currency exchanges IO days 
ago. 
A communique after a meeting of 
finance m inisters from the nine 
Common Market nations said Hie float 
would go into effect March 19, when 
the exc hange markets reopen. 
Four other nations with strong 
currency—Sw itzerland, 
Sweden, 
Norway and Austria— reportedly were 
considering joining the float even 
though they are not members of the 
Common Market. 
By floating, the currencies are free 
to find their natural levels in terms of 
the dollar through pressures of supply 
and demand. No longer will the central 
banks have to buy huge quantities of 
dollars from speculators and the 
money managers to keep the dollar 
from sinking below a fixed level.

U.S. Prisoners 
To Be Released 
By Red Chinese 


WASHINGTON (A P) - More than 
20 years after his capture by the 
Chinese Communists, John Thomas 
Downey, is to be released today 
from life in prison on spy charges. 
Downey, now 42, was a young Yale 
graduate working for the Central 
Intelligence Agency when captured. 
He is to cross the border at Hong 
Kong 
and 
head 
for 
home—the 
beneficiary of a thaw in U.S. relations 
with the Communists. 
President Nixon expressed elation 
over the release of Downey and two 
other American prisoners, the last 
known to be held in China. 
Their release was announced Friday 
at the White House with special em-

phasis on the humanitarian side. A 
bachelor, Downey is going to the 
bedside of an aged mother so critically 
ill that doctors were unable to give her 
the good news. But to diplomats, 
Downey’s release illustrates that as a 
result of Nixon’s trip to China in 
February 1972, Nixon can make a 
personal appeal directly to Chou En- 
tai and expect quick results. 


The two other Americans, Air Force 
Capt. Philip E. Smith of Roodhouse,* 
111., and Navy Cmdr. Robert J. Flynn 
of Houston, Minn., owe their freedom 
to the Vietnam ceasefire. Smith, now 
36, was taken prisoner after his jet was 
shot down in the Gulf of Tonkin in 1965. 
Flynn, 35, was downed in 1967 after his 
plane strayed over the Chinese border 
with Vietnam. 


Freedom With An If 
" I will suspend your jail sentence 
and let you go free on one condition,” 
said the judge to a teenager found 
guilty of malicious mischief. ‘‘You will 
have to go to church every Sunday for 
a year.” 
But on appeal to a higher court, the 
got-to-church requirement was thrown 
out. The court said forcing anyone to 
attend services was a violation of tlx* 
religious freedom guaranteed by the 
federal Constitution, 
Probation 
that is, 
letting a 
prisoner go free“ on condition” 
is a 
common method of dealing with lesser 
lawbreakers. Judges do have a right to 
put reasonable limits on the person’s 
activities, such as not leaving the 
county without the permission of his 
probation officer. 
But, as the above case shows, the 
judge cannot use probation to take 
away basic constitutional rights. In 
another case, a requirement that the 
probationer would have to donate a 
pint of blood to the Red Cross was also 
held unconstitutional as a “ cruel and 
unusal” penalty. 
Nevertheless, special restricutions 
may make sense in the context of a 
particular situation. 
Another case 
involved a woman who had twice been 
convicted of unlawful conduct during 
anti-war demonstrations. 
The judge granted probation on 
condition that she not take an activist 
part in any more such demonstrations. 
And this restriction was duly upheld on 
appeal. 
“ The conduct it forbids,” said the 
appellate court, “ even if lawful in it­ 
self, is conducive to future criminal 
activity of the same kind of which 
(she) was convicted.” 
The court added: 
“The granting of probation is within 
the sound discretion of the trial court. 
A defendant has the right, if he feels 
that the terms of probation are more 
harsh than the sentence, to refuse 
probation and undergo such sen­ 
tence.”

“ I will suspend your jail sentence 
and let you go free on one condition/’ 
said the judge to a teenager found 
guilty of malicious mischief. “ You will 
have to go to church every Sunday for 
a year.” 
But on appeal to a higher court, the 
got-to-chureh requirement was thrown 
out. The court said forcing anyone to 
attend services was a violation of the 
religious freedom guaranteed by the 
federal Constitution. 
ITobation — 
that is, letting a 
prisoner go free“ on condition” - is a 
common method of dealing with lesser 
lawbreakers. Judges do have a right to 
put reasonable limits on the person’s 
activities, such as not leaving the 
county without the permission of his 
probation officer. 
But, as the above case shows, the 
judge cannot use probation to take 
away basic constitutional rights. In 
another case, a requirement that the 
probationer would have to donate a 
flint of blood bi the Red Cross was also 
held unconstitutional as a “ cruel and 
unusal” penalty. 
Nevertheless, special restrictions 
may make sense in the context of a 
particular situation. 
Another case 
involved a woman who had twice been 
convicted of unlawful conduct during 
anti-war demonstrations. 
'Hie judge granted probation on 
condition that she not take an activist 
part in any more such demonstrations. 
And this restriction was duly upheld on 
appeal. 
“ The conduct it forbids,” said the 
appellate court, “ even if lawful in it­ 
self. is conducive to future criminal 
activity of the same kind of which 
(she) was convicted.” 
The court added: 
“ The granting of probation is within 
the sound discretion of the trial court. 
A defendant has the right, if he feels 
that the terms of probation are more 
harsh than the sentence, to refuse 
probation and undergo such sen­ 
tence.”

From A PO W Source 


Mysterious “ sources,” quoted in the 
New York Times and elsewhere, have 
told of infighting and even near- 
suicides in the North Vietnamese 
P.O.W. camps, and hint of stories still 
to come about alleged serious dif­ 
ferences among the prisoners over the 
war. Well, this column has a “ source” 
as good as any — even though it must 
be nameless at least until all the 
prisoners are home — and the account 
that we have received confirms all the 
heartening first reports of high morale 
and an abiding sense of patriotism, 
camaraderie, and loyalty among the 
captured men. 
There is no doubt that many of the 
returned POWs nourish an intense 
bitterness. But when the full story is 
told, we are assured that it will be a 
tale of bitterness, not against the or­ 
ders that sent the men to Vietnam in 
the 
first place, but 
against the 
behavior of the North Vietnamese 
prison camp wardens. The accounts 
we get stress the fact that, prior to 
1969, the prisoners were abominably 
treated. After that, things got better, 
which will explain, in part, why the 
fliers who were shot down after the 
first “ peace” negotiations began to 
not feel as strongly about the evil of 
their captors as those who were im­ 
prisoned between 1964 and 1968. 
My source passes on the word that 
neither he nor his buddies among the 
first returnees were pressured by the 
Pentagon in any way to follow a "line” 
when being interviewed. The old- 
fashioned patriotism and esprit de 
corps exhibited by the men is due 
primarily to their origins; most of 
them had joined the military because 
of conviction. They chose army life of 
free 
choice, 
and 
feel 
they 
are 
autonomous men. If they seem to be 
hard conservatives when contrasted 
with the fashionable liberals who have 
questioned our motives in fighting the 
Vietnam War, that is easily un­ 
derstandable. They are men from the 
early Ninteen Sixties, when this 
country had a homogeneous spirit. The 
prediction is that most of the men will 
continue in the military after they 
have had a round of traveling, getting 
reacquainted with 
families and 
friends, and generally taking the

temperature of the nation to which 
they have so delightedly returned. 
The first groups came home with 
some knowledge of the loosening that 
had taken place in American life in the 
late Nineteen Sixties. Ramsay Gark, 
Cora Weiss, Jane Fonda and the other 
visitors to Hanoi had done their work; 
the news of dissension on the home 
front was skillfully relayed to the 
prison camps. One returned prisoner 
who had heard plenty about the “ peace

years for the North Vietnamese to 
deliver a letter from his wife.

As for Jane Fonda, she would have to 
work hard to regain any pin-up status 
with the big majority of the prisoners. 
Some of them have sworn to boycott 
Jane Fonda “ flicks” from here on in. 
The POWs’ will-to-endure offers the 
most poignant contrast to the laxity 
and permissiveness that have per­

I have spasms of pain in the face. 
These happen almost always while I 
am at work. 
I have seen a dentist and a doctor, 
but the pills they gave me don’t seem 
to have any effect. 
What more can I do?

Dear Mrs. D.: 
Pain in the face and the head often 
represents a challenge for proper 
diagnosis. 
The nerves of the face, the jaws, the 
head, ears, the eyes and neck are an 
intricate 
system 
of 
inter­ 
communication. 
The 
fifth, 
or 
“ trigeminal” nerve, is one of the 12 
large nerves that go to the brain. 
This fifth nerve is usually respon­ 
sible for minor and severe pain sen­ 
sations. So remarkable is it that even a 
gentle breath of air or a wisp of cotton 
can produce a sensation that is picked 
up by this nerve and brought to the 
brain center. 
There are many causes that must be 
ruled out in your case to account for 
these sporadic episodes of explosive 
pain. The fact that they occur while at 
work may prove important, but may 
also be purely coincidental. 
The sinuses, the bite of the teeth and 
the condition of the jaw joint, changes 
in the muscles and the vertebrae of the 
neck, 
vascular 
conditions, 
eye 
disorders, and allergic reactions to 
drugs and food may all be responsible. 
You can see, therefore, that a casual 
visit to your dentist or to your doctor is 
not enough to scrtatch the surface of 


the exploration necessary to track 
down the source of your problem.

From A POW Source 


Mysterious “sources,” quoted in the 
New York Times and elsewhere, have 
told of infighting and even near- 
suicides in the North Vietnamese 
PO W . camps, and hint of stories still 
to come about alleged serious dif­ 
ferences among the prisoners over the 
war. Well, this column has a “source” 
as good as any — even though it must 
be nameless at least until all the 
prisoners are home — and the account 
that we have received confirms all the 
heartening first reports of high morale 
and an abiding sense of patriotism, 
camaraderie, and loyalty among the 
captured men. 
There is no doubt that many of the 
returned POWS nourish an intense 
bitterness. But when the full story is 
told, we are assured that it will be a 
tale of bitterness, not against the or­ 
ders that sent the men to Vietnam in 
the first place, but 
against 
the 
behavior of the North Vietnamese 
prison camp wardens. The accounts 
we get stress the fact that, prior to 
1969, the prisoners were abominably 
treated. After that, things got better, 
which will explain, in part, why the 
fliers who were shot down after the 
first “peace” negotiations began to 
not feel as strongly about the evil of 
their captors as those who were im­ 
prisoned between 1964 and 1968. 
My source passes on the word that 
neither he nor his buddies among the 
first returnees were pressured by the 
Pentagon in any way to follow a “line” 
when being interviewed. The old­ 
fashioned patriotism and esprit de 
corps exhibited by the men is due 
primarily to their origins; most of 
them had joined the military because 
of conviction.

I^ast-place Northwestern, grabbing 
only its second conference victory of 
the season, defeated top-dog Min­ 
nesota 79-74. The Gophers, whose 
downfall began with a home loss to 
Iowa earlier in the week, were ranked 
No. 3 nationally. 
Northwestern’s shocker knocked 
Minnesota out of a playoff with Indiana 
for the championship. 
Indiana, downing Purdue 77-72, took 
its first outright Big Ten crown since 
1958. The Hoosiers shared the title with 
Michigan State in 1967 and won the 
playoff to get the NCAA tournament 
ticket. 
Now they are back in the NCAA 
again, carrying the emblem as 
champion. Their first NCAA action is 
against 
Marquette 
in 
Nashville 
Thursday. 
Indiana, ranked ninth, clamped the 
title with an 11-3 record while Min­ 
nesota was reduced to runnerup with 
10-4 and gets a NIT hid. 
Senior Mark Sibley of Northwestern 
made his final collegiate game his 
greatest, scoring a career high of 36 
points. 
His cool free throwing shooting late 
in the game checked a Gopher surge 
led by Ron Behagen that had cut the 
Wildcat lead to four points. 
“ You only get out of life what you put 
into it,” said Minnesota Coach Ed 
Musselman. “ When a guy plays like 
Sibley played 
he threw his heart out 
on the floor you have to match him. 
He got the loose balls, made the drive- 
ins and was fouled at the right time. 
“ We fell behind 7-0 early and we 
tried 
to 
come 
Lick 
too 
fast,” 
Musselman added. ‘‘They took us by 
surprise and never let up.” 
A crowd of 6,170 was Northwestern’s 
largest of the season. 
“ And they saw our best game," said 
Coach Brad Snyder. “ Everybody 
played hard, especially Sibley. 1 only 
wish we had played this well all year. 
When you shoot 54 per cent from the 
field a team just about has to win.” 


Sibley had some thoughts about 34- 
year-old Snyder whose job as coach 
has been considered shakey. 


“ As a team we probably won for 
ourselves, hut I personally won for 
Brad,” said Sibley. “ A ball club 
doesn’t stay together as long as we 
have without a good man at the helm. 
There will be some people taking some 
cheap shots at him. But I think he’s a 
beautiful man.” 
Northwestern has finished at the 
bottom of the Big Ten the last three 
seasons. 
Indiana, playing before its largest 
home crowd, 17,436, fell behind Purdue 
8 -0 early, hut kept pressuring to win as 
Steve Downing scored 20 points and 


Jim Crews added 14, most of them 
from outside. 


“ The first half was the key,” said 
Hoosier Coach Bob Knight. “ I think we 
tied it at 14 and then they jumped 
ahead 20-14. From then until the end of 
the first half it was a real key stretch.

When they visit England they 
might do well to hire an 
American-speaking 
guide. 
Failing that, they could 
resort to a new book by 
Norman W. Sehur, “ British 
Self-Taught: With Comments 
in American.” It’s a dic­ 
tionary that bridges the 
communication gap between 
those who speak American 
and those who speak British. 
An American in England 
can be bewildered to learn 
that you can go by motor 
coach, by tram or by un­ 
derground to a shop, where 
you take a lift to an upper 
storey and buy a reel of 
cotton, some nappies and a 
pram. 
Unless you 
have 
enough notes in your notecase 
to give the shop assistant, 
you’ll have to use hire- 
purchase. 
With the help of Schur’s 
glossary it’s easy enough to 
figure out that what you can 
do is go by bus, by streetcar 
or by subway to a store, 
where you take an elevator to 
an upper floor and buy a spool 
of thread, some diapers and a 
baby carriage. Unless you 
have enough bills in your 
billfold to give the salesman, 
you’ll have to use the in­ 
stallment plan. 
Schur is a lawyer here in 
New York — a solicitor in 
England, where he spends 
five months a year and has a 
special license to practice. He 
began collecting Briticisms

long ago they wouldn’t have 
known what a T-shirt is.” 
Though Americans don’t 
actually have to use sign 
language in order to talk to 
their British cousins, there 
are a few things they would 
find handy to know, he notes. 
“ For instance, a ‘public 
convenience’ is what is often 
a private necessity — a rest 
room. And don’t ever ask an 
English friend to hang his 
coat in a closet, which means 
toilet. Ask him to hang it in 
the cupboard.” 
American motorists, too, 
might find things a bit con­ 
fusing, aside from the initial 
confusion that comes with 
driving on the left. There are 
no turnpikes or thruways, 
but only motorways. You 
often 
drive 
on 
a 
dual 
carriageway, which in U.S. 
terms is a divided highway 
and you park at a lay-by, 
more familiarly known in this 
country as a rest area. 
“Then, of course, you fill 
your motor car with petrol at 
the petrol station,” Schur 
explains, “ and perhaps the 
chap there will wash your 
windscreen and check your 
sparking plugs.” 
Beware of asking for a 
martini, he warns, or you’ll 
wind up with a glass of ver­ 
mouth. “ If you really want a 
martini ask for a gin and 
French, specify extremely 
little French and say you 
want it served very cold by 
stirring over blocks (cubes) 
of ice.” 
But even the knowled­ 
geable 
Anglophile 
can’t 
explain how to get an icy cold 
glass of beer. “ You can’t, “ he 
admits.

American Visitors 


To Britain Better 


Study English

Americans who visit foreign 
countries often 
hire 
an 
English-speaking 
guide. 
When they visit England they 
might do well to hire an 
American-speaking 
guide. 
Failing that, they could 
resort to a new book by 
Norman W. Schur, “British 
Self-Taught: With Comments 
in American.” It’s a dic­ 
tionary that bridges the 
communication gap between 
those who speak American 
and those who speak British. 
An American in England 
can be bewildered to learn 
that you can go by motor 
coach, by tram or by un­ 
derground to a shop, where 
you take a lift to an upper 
storey and buy a reel of 
cotton, some nappies and a 
pram. 
Unless you 
have 
enough notes in your notecase 
to give the shop assistant, 
you’ll have to use hire- 
purchase. 
With the help of Schur’s 
glossary it’s easy enough to 
figure out that what you can 
do is go by bus, by streetcar 
or by subway to a store, 
where you take an elevator to 
an upper floor and buy a spool 
of thread, some diapers and a 
baby carriage. Unless you 
have enough bills in your 
billfold to give the salesman, 
you’ll have to use the in­ 
stallment plan. 
Schur is a lawyer here in 
New York — a solicitor in 
England, where he spends 
five months a year and has a 
special license to practice. He 
began collecting Briticisms 
after a conversation with his 
British-oriented son during 
which he realized they were 
speaking 
two 
different 
languages.

“I have always been in­ 
terested in words, snytax, 
usage,” says Schur, who in 
■ addition to American and 
British 
speaks 
Italian, 
“ c r e d i t a b l e ” 
French, 
“decent” German, “a bit of” 
Spanish and “not so bad” 
Yidish. “I began making a 
list of words I cam across in 
books, 
letters 
and 
con­ 
versation. I expanded it with 
comments and somehow or 
other it became a book.” 
Some differences are only a 
matter of spelling, he points 
out, such as those ending in - 
our (colour, honour); the re 
group (centre, theatre); The- 
ise words (criticise, agonise) 
and -xion words (connexion, 
inflexion), plux variations 
such as tyre and kerb. 
“There’s so much back- 
and-forth traveling now that 
they’re 
picking 
up 
our 
Yankeeisms 
and 
we’re 
picking up their Briticisms, 
but I think we’re giving them 
more than they’re giving us,” 
says the Boston native, a man 
with iron-gray hair and 
matching mustache. “Their 
flat is becoming an apart­ 
ment, they’re substituting 
radio for wireless and not 
long ago they wouldn’t have 
known what a T-shirt is.” 
Though Americans don’t 
actually have to use sign 
language in order to talk to 
their British cousins, there 
are a few things they would 
find handy to know, he notes. 
“ For instance, a ‘public 
convenience’ is what is often 
a private necessity — a rest 
room. And don’t ever ask an 
English friend to hang his 
coat in a closet, which means 
toilet. Ask him to hang it in 
the cupboard.” 
American motorists, too, 
might find things a bit con­ 
fusing, aside from the initial 
confusion that comes with 
driving on the left. 'There are 
no turnpikes or thruways, 
but only motorways. 
You 
often 
drive 
on 
a 
dual 
carriageway, which in U.S. 
terms is a divided highway 
and you park at a lay-by, 
more familiarly known in this 
country as a rest area. 
“Then, of course, you fill 
your motor car with petrol at 
the petrol station,” Schur 
explains, “and perhaps the 
chap there will wash your 
windscreen and check your 
sparking plugs.” 
Beware of asking for a 
martini, he warns, or you’ll 
wind up with a glass of ver­ 
mouth. “If you really want a 
martini ask for a gin and 
French, specify extremely 
little French and say you 
want it served very cold by 
stirring over blocks (cubes) 
of ice.”

Gaullists Win 
Thin Majority 
In French Vote 


PARIS (AP) — PYench voters have 
given the Gaullists another five years 
in control of the National Assembly but 
have reduced the government coali­ 
tion’s majority to less than 60 seats. 
The outcome was much more 
favorable to the Gaullists than had 
been expected. 
President Georges 
Pompidou was so worried by the 
strong leftist .showing in public opinion 
polls and the first round of voting hist 
Sunday that he made a lastminute 
television appeal to the voters 
Saturday. Pompidou himself was not 
up for re-election. 
The economic achievements of the 
Gaullists over the past 15 years plus 
the basic conservatism of many 
Frenchmen pulled the government 
through. But the result was a warning 
that the left’s calls for a better deal for 
the poor and for more equalization of 
economic gains had sym pathetic 
echoes throughout the country. 
“ It is correct that these elections 
reflect a will for renewal by a large 
number of voters,” Premier Pierre 
Messmer admitted. 
The Gaullist m ajority 
in 
the 
assembly took a monumental dive 
from the 284-seat margin won in the 
1968 landslide. But that occurred after 
the May student riots scared the 
F'rench voters badly. The Gaullists 
could take some comfort from their 
new majority’s being considerably 
better than the onevote edge they won 
in the last “normal” elections in 1967. 
Significantly, the heaviest losses 
were suffered by the Union for the 
Defense of the Republic, the Gaullist 
party. It fell from ‘293 seats to 181, 
making it more dependent on its 
partners, F'iuance Minister Valery 
G iscard d ’Estaing's Independent 
Republicans and Jacques Duhamel’s 
Democratic Center party.
